Be Redeemed at Rate of 
$25,000,000 Annually

Washington, Dec. 29.— The joint 
conference committee on the admin- 
istration currency bill agreed to 
strike from the measure the senate 
provision for an insurance fund to 
garantee deposits in national banks. 
The committee agreed to strike out 
the senate amendment which would 
allow the use of the new federal re- 
serve notes as bank reserves. 

The conferees agreed on an entire- 
ly new provision to take care of the 
outstanding government 2 percent 
bonds on which the present currency 
is based. They will be retired, two 
years after the new system is instal - 
ed, at the rate of $26,000,000 a year. 
This amount will be taken over from 
the present national banks by the 
new regiona 1 banks in porportion to 
their capital and surplus. On one- 
half of their bonds, the aegional 
banks will be allowed to issue cur 
rency similar to the presant bank 
notes. The remainder will be retir- 
ed by the substation of 20-year 
percent bonds or treasury gold notes 
with an agreement that the regiona 
banks will renew the notes each 
year for thirty years. 

The bank reserv section as framec 
by the senate was accepted with but 
slight changes. They require the 
reserve of 18 percent in central re- 
serve city banks and 12 percent in 
country banks. 

The make up of the federal reserve 
board was the last matter in dispute 
The house members reluctantly 
agreed that the secretary of agricul- 
ture be removed, but insisted that 
the comptroller of the currency be 
made a member. 

When the two branches of congress 
convene today, it is expected plans 
wi 1 be made for a long recess, be- 
ginning Tuesday. It was predicted 
tonight that the currency bill could 
be completed and signed by the 
president late today or Tuesday; 
and congress has dropped all other 
problems in the anticipation of the 
first actual recess that it will have 
enjoyed since April 7. It is planned 
to drop all business until January 
12.

In Berkley, Cal., the municipal 
courts were improved, the health de- 
partment reorganized, the city's 
water and light supply has been im- 
proved upon, the police and fire de- 
triments have been made more 
efficient. 

In Kansas Gty, Kansas, the cost 
of public work was reduced, brick 
paving that had cost $1.70 per yard 
was dene for $1.50, asphalt paving 
was reduced from $2.

Houston has made great strides in 
public improvements and yet reduced 
the tax rate thirty cents on the dol- 
lar. In I. .la, Kansas, the commission 
in its first year increased government 
efficiency, increased street expendi- 
tures by lopping off the old inetfi- 
e'ent methods, and yet ran the gov- 
ernment for $32,741 less than the old 
system had ever run it under. In 
Dallas, Texas, the commissioner in 



In one year in Montgomery the 
commission completed street im- 
provements valued at $73,248. A 
supplemental water power plant to 
deliver water for commercial pur- 
poses was also completed. 

The police and fire departments 
are the pride of citizens. The police 
departm nt embraces 75 men and is 
equipped with patrol wagons, bicy- 
cles and an alarm system. The fire 
department is equipped with modern 
apparatus and is being gradually 
changed from horse trucks to motor 
trucks.

El Paso, Tex.. Dec. 20. Northern 
Mexico is to be made a wilderness. 
Realizing the imposibility of captur- 
ing the country from the rebels, 
Huerta has ordered the remnant of 
his army, now at Ojinaga, to begin 
a campaign of distruction that wil 
make the states of Chihuahua and 
Coahuila untenable for Villa and his 
followers. Villages are to be laid 
waste and farms swept off the map 
The campaign will be similar to that 
waged several months ago agaimst 
Zapata in northern Mexico. 

Particular attention is to be paid 
to the Mormon colonies in the vicin 
ityof Casas Grandes. Inez Salazar 
the s< .enlist general, has been chosen 
by Hureta to command the column 
of distruction that will march 
against the Mormans. His order 
learned here are to march from 
Ojinaga to Casas Grandes, sweeping 
a path twenty miles wide for the en- 
tire distance. Everything in this 
path will be destroyed. 

While Salazar is thus engaged, 
Pescual Grosca will procede up the 
Conchos river from Ojinaga through 
Cuchilla Parado to Santa Rosalina, 
where a junction will be formed 
with Generals Veladeoand Navarette 
from Torreon. The combined arm- 
ies then will attack Chihuahua City. 
Both armies wi 1 destroy everything 
possible on their marches to Santa 
Rosalina. Salazar's march is expect- 
ed to start within the next three 
days. He wi 1 follow the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande southward 
crossing the Mexican Central at 
Villa Ahumada, on the Mexican Cen- 
tral, at Casas Grandes. Both rail- 
roads>ill be destroyed.cutting the off 
rebe s from Juarez and Chihuhua.

City Manager. 

The city of Dsytin, O., that hss 
gone a degree in advance of the com- 
mission government plan and a lopt- 
edthatofcity manager," first, wit 
was stated in a dispatch to the New 
York Sun, asked Col. G. W. Goethals 
of Panama Canal fame to take the 
job of directing the affairs of that 
municipality. The proposition was 
■aid to be that he might name his 
own salary up to $25 000. 

Cillier's Weekly thinks thtt no 
more important news has appeared 
n any American psper during the 
present year and said: 

It matters little whether Co!. Goe- 
thsls wants tbe job or whether the 
War Department is willing to re- 
ease him to take it. The significant 
thing is that a fairly large American 
city has come to the point where it is 
willing to hire sn expert executive to 
manage its affairs. It is many a 
milestone from this back to the sys- 
tem of partisan mayors and cumb- 
rous partisan aldermanic bodies still 
obtaining in almost all American 
cities. 

This "city manager" ides was bor- 
rowed from the Germans, who have 
put it into effective operation. It is a 
radical departure from the old sys- 
i of a mayor and a ward -elected 
council still prevailing in most cities, 
of this country. 

It is assuredly very desirable to 
put politics out of city government 
and substitute purely business meth- 
ods instead, but bow the city msn- 
sger plan is going to suit the temper 
of an American community remains 
to be seen, and it can't be regarded 
as beyond the experimental stage. 

It would be very interesting in- 
deed to see Col. Goethals in complete 
charge of the city of New York, ap- 
plying there the methods that have 
proved so effective in Panama. There 
is no doubt that it would be a great 
improvement on Tammaay methods 
and the kind of government New 
York has had in the past. 

But men like Goethals are rare, 
and conditions in American cities ara 
very unlike those of the canal z>ne 
It can't be taken as assured that the 
ci'y manager plan would in every in- 
stance work with entire satisfaction 
to all concerned. 

Bit the Dayton incident is a sizea- 
ble si raw in the bretze of public 
opinion. The sensible people of the 
United States have grown restive 
under the old conditions of municip- 
al government and of local govern- 
ment generally. The manifest evils, 
of politics and frequent electio ns in 
both city and county affairs, where 
nothing is required but honesty and 
capable business administration, is 
challenging the attention of the 
thoughtful and there isa demand for 
a more efficient system. 

The Dayton experiment, whether 
it be with Col. Goethals or any other 
man, will be watched with a great 
deal of interest.

In discussing what one ahonld do 
with one's hoys, Francis E. I*upp, 
in the Ontlook, employs the modern 
terminology of vocational guidance, 
hut his argument tends towards the 
old way of letting boys choose for 
themselves. His instances of the 
nun of careers where fathers chose 
for their boys, ambitiously but not 
wisely, can be supplemented by ev- 
eryone from personal knowledge and 
experience. It is true that a distinc- 
tion must be made between the old 
exercise of parental authority which 
imposed a career on the boy, and vo- 
cational guidance which seeks to di- 
rect him in accordance with hia apti- 
tudes. But. where marked aptitudes 
manifest themselves, guidance is 
hardly necessary, even as parental 
authority is not likely to refuse to 
recognize the state of facta. The 
problem really concerns the boy 
without special talent and no prefer- 
ences. Is it better for him to be 
guided into some neutral occupation 
or to be allowed to find himself. 
"Hia heart in his work ;" that, says 
Mr. Leupp, is still the key to success. 
A system of vocational guidance that 
can put heart where no heart exists 
would indeed be a boon.— New York 
Evening Post

The laat regular meeting nf the 

Council for 1913 was held Friday 
night. A special meeting will be 
held next Tuesday night to grant 
saloon licenses. Ten of the 21 sa 
loons and two wholesale houses have 
already filed applications. 

John Feland presented an ordi- 
nance for the retailers asking that 
the saloons be limited to 21 and the 
wholesalers, who have quart licenses, 
be restricted to five-gallon licenses 
The ordinance was lost 5 to 2. It 
was then re-introduced with only 
the limiting feature, but lost by the 
vote. Mayor Meacham said it 
was a good idea to limit the entire 
number to 20, by refusing licenses 
to the three saloons in the Main 
street shopping district, but this 
question was left open for consider- 
ation at the next meeting. 

Chairman Russell, of the Finance 
Committee, reported that $5,000 of 
the Latham Park Fund had been in- 
vested in 5 per cent, bonds of the 
Hopkinsville Water Co. and that 
there was enough money for one 
more $600 bond. 

The number of bonds was ordered 
increased to 11. 

The Mayor also informed the coun- 
cil that the deed to the Carnegie Li- 
brary lot had been delivered and the 
lot paid for as ordered by the old 
council Nov. 14.

HISTORICAL 

Occupied the Attention of The 
Athenaenm Friday 

Night. 

— ■ 

The postponed meeting of the 

Athenaeum was held Friday night 
with two valuable historical papers 
as the literary contributions. 

President W. T. Tandy told in a 
graphic and detailed way the story 
of "The Battle of Fort Donalson," 
Feb. 14-15, 1862, where the star of 
U. S. Grant rose for the first time, 
due in a great measure to the blun- 
der of Gen. Floyd in not following 
up the advantage of the first day, 
before Grant's fresh troops arrived. 

Dr. T, W. Blakey followed with a 
carefully prepared paper on "Remi- 
niscences of Christian county." He 
discussed the early history of the 
county, originally larger than Mas- 
sachusetts and extending from Han- 
cock and Logan counties westward 
to the Mississippi river, he a'so 
discussed the Cherokee Indian mi- 
gration of 1838, when the Indians of 
Alabama marched overland to In- 
dian Territory in detachments of 
1200 each all the summer. They 
camped at Cate's Mill where the 
noted chiefs, Fly Smith and White 
Path, old men, died and were buried 
on the east bank of Little River, on 
the north side of the pike. The In- 
dians passed through town along 
Ninth street to Go'.conda, 111. The 
Cherokee Building, just finished, 
marks the spot where the last In- 
dians disappeared from Hopkins- 
ville. 

Both papers were freely discussed 
and the meeting lasted until a late 
hour. 

Rev. C. H. H. Branch was re-elect- 
ed to membership to fill an existing 
vacancy and another vacancy was 
created by the resignation of Rev. H. 
Clay Smith, one ofearliest and most 
useful members, who is removing to 
Louisville.
